to  Pitmns  Lease,  as  a  part  of  the  Ccraprehensive  Scheme.  Two  short 
extensions,  totalling  60  yards  of  2”  main  were  laid  to  meet  building 
development  at  Nether  Compton  and  Bradford  Abbas. 

The  2"  cast  iron  main  at  Peaceful  Lane ,  Holwell  was  badly 
affected  by  the  action  of  clay  soil  and  it  was  replaced  by  a  new 
length  of  3”  asbestos  cement  main  for  936  yards.

E.  RADIATION  HAZARDS 


During  the  year  Circular  57/59  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  the  Radioactive  Substances  Bill  v/as  introduced 
before  Parliament. 

The  Circular  reviewed  the  measures  taken  at  the  present  time  by  the 
several  Government  departments  concerned  to  assess  and  control  radiation 
hazards. 

The  monitoring  for  natural  background  radiation  and  from  nxiclear  fall 
out  does  appear  to  be  a  matter  better  undertaken  by  the  Central  Government, 
It  is  however  very  important  that  the  findings  and  interpretation  of  the 
findings ,  in  readily  understandable  form  should  be  made  known  to  local 
Authorities  and  their  officers  if  the  confidence  of  the  public  is  to  be 
best  maintained. 

If  the  fiadioactive  Substances  Bill  is  not  materially  changed  in 
its  passage  throxjgh  Parliament,  local  Authorities  will  be  aware  of  the 
existence  of  premises  within  their  district  where  radioactive  material 
is  in  use  and  with  regard  to  the  authorised  arrangement  for  the  disposal 
of  radioactive  waste  from  such  premises. 

Although  the  control  over  the  xise  and  disposal  of  such  materials 
will  remain  with  the  Central  Government,  the  information  given  mder 
the  Bill  to  Local  Authorities  will  be  of  some  advantage  in  connection 
with  their  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy  environment,
